ow often has it been said that the 

buying of yearlings is a gamble? 
And how often have you seen expensive 
yearlings subsequently fail to gain a 
place in the smallest of selling races? 
Have you ever wondered why apparently 
sane men and women bid each other up 
to thousands of pounds for one particu- 
lar animal which may be a world cham- 
pion, but on the other hand, may never 
see a racecourse. 

In the Bloodstock Industry, a sound 
knowledge of breeding is essential, but 
however well bred an animal may be, 
there is no guarantee that it will emulate 
the performances of the Sire or Dam. 
There is no guarantee that because a 
certain animal was sired by a famous 
stayer, the offspring will be other than 
a sprinter. 

The man who comes off best today is 
usually one who can not only assess the 
relative merits of blood lines, but who 
ean also size up the conformation of in- 
dividual animals accurately and know 
that should the animal have any of the 
qualities of Sire or Dam, nothing in its 
action or build would hinder the re- 
production of these qualities. 

When the prospective buyer has con- 
sidered these points, he is faced with the 
question of soundness. Some _ obtain 
Veterinary advice, others rely on know- 
ledge acquired through years of ex- 
perience in the handling and care of

Bishop on Keeneland 


In real life at the race track, W. T. Bishop is a hard-driving. deliberate- 
speaking. sober-minded executive. After hours he’s more fun. 

Keeneland’s youngish general manager was the guest speaker Friday night, 
October 8. at a dinner meeting of the Thoroughbred Club of America at the 
Lafayette Hotel, Lexington. He talked about Keeneland’s new training track and 
barns. then tried to provoke from his audience “questions which I may or may 
not choose to answer.” 

He said Keeneland started work on its 5g-mile training strip on May 14. 
All that remains undone is a fence—7.100 lineal feet of rail supported by 710 
iron posts—and 1.000 tons of fine sand for the racing surface. Another 1.500 tons 
ot sand will go down in the next few years. Keeneland is fussy about it’s sand, 
Bishop said; the familiar kind used in general construction work is too coarse, 
and any other kind is hard to find. 

The training track will take 2 or 3 years to “settle down into the kind of 
surface we'd like it to be.” 

He said one of the questions most often asked is why Keeneland selected a 
site at the rear of the track near the Rice Road for its new training oval. Bishop 
admitted that the site meant close quarters. but there wasn’t any other place o 
put it. As everything turned out, however. the selection wasn’t bad: the track is 
convenient to the stabling area. it is serviced by a hard-top road. and it is con- 
venient to the parking area. As a little added convenience it will meet favor from 
the people who hold cattle shows at Keeneland, and Keeneland wants to en- 
courage more of this. 

Laying out the new track was a major operation, Bishop said, and Keeneland 
wasn't blessed with a ready-made topography. It had to move over 100,000 cubic 
yards of dirt and rock—one side of the track had to built up 30 feet—and it took 
8 weeks just to get the rock blasted out and moved away, The drill foreman said 
Keeneland’s rock was the hardest he ever had put a drill to. When the blasting 
and hauling and leveling were done, the far side of the track was 20 feet above 
the Rice Road. When the operation started the track site had been 10 feet below 
the level of the road. 


The track is 65 feet wide, and it has a training gate for standing only. 


Of 4 new stables in various stages of construction, one already has 32 horses. 
The stables. he said, are of concrete block, and there is as little wood as possible 
in the stalls. Each stall has steel Dutch doors with a kick-plate of half-inch ply- 
wood. “to protect the door, not the horse.” 


For its new barns Keeneland has used aluminum roofing treated with 
chemicals to remove the glare. Bishop said he plans to reroof 5 to 6 barns with 
the same material each year. 


Four wells were dug this year and 2 of them proved successful, but Keene- 
land still has a water shortage. Bishop said, He still hopes to develop a lake in 
the center of the training track. For critics, who have joked about previous 
efforts to build a lake. he would have them know that workmen have found and 
plugged a crack through which water had been running out. 


When his account of Keeneland’s labors was done. Bishop opened his arms 
to questions. Mostly he got soft jibes about stable ponies and stall space. There 
were 2 questions of a serious nature: 

1. Why doesn’t Keeneland have 15-day meetings in spring and fall? 

2. What effect will the training track have on the opening and closing of 
the main track? 


Keeneland doesn’t have a 15-day meeting because its founders felt it would 
be an imposition on a community the size of Lexington, he said. 


Usefulness of the main track depends principally on weather and mainten- 
ance problems. When the weather is good and there is no maintenance work 
going on. the main track will be kept open, 

When there were no other questions. Bishop teased the group for not taking 
advantage of the spot he was in. shrugged bis shoulders. and left the speaker's 
platform.

How to Get in Trouble Being Nice 


THE first commandment in the modern decalogue 

of racing in the United States is: Thou shalt not 
displease the public. Like any good scripture, this 
one is variously interpreted. In some quarters the 
translation from the original Hebrew has been made 
in this fashion: Thou shalt lie awake through the 
dark hours thinking up new gimmicks wherewith 
to make thy people happy. 

It used to be that a horse was a starter—that 
is, the bets were on—when he went on the race track. 
But management wept for the poor souls who had 
bet their money on a horse that reached the track 
but not the gate. The rules were changed. A horse 
was a starter when he had come under the direction 
of the starter. 

There were still poor souls to be wept for; a 
horse they had bet on got to the starting point, but 
things turned out so wretchedly that he failed to 
start. The race tracks could not possibly be so hard- 
hearted as to let people lose their money, so they 
just took it out of the pool and paid it back, thereby 
defrauding the people who held winning tickets of 
part of the proper pay-off. This was on the theory 
that winners can’t possibly be as much displeased as 
losers. 

In effect, the rule now is that a horse is a 
starter when he has started, providing nothing has 
happened over which the public may be displeased. 

In carrying out this noble principle, manage- 
ment has bent over backward so far as to qualify for 
a spot in vaudeville. No contortionist surveying his 


| audience from a spot between his knees could be con- 


sidered a more twisted phenomenon than a race 
track trying to make everybody happy at once. 
The racing commissions in most states are so 


, concerned with the possibility of public disfavor that 


a horse which has fouled another is no longer “‘dis- 
qualified and placed last.’”’ At the discretion of the 
stewards, he is disqualified and placed no farther 
back than he “would have” finished if there had 
been no foul. There was nothing cruel or unjust 
about the older rule. There is nothing in favor of the 
newer rule except that it may salvage a few dollars 
for, and thereby gain the grudging favor of, a few 
people whose mutuel tickets might otherwise have 
been uncashable. The public is not benefited; the 
number of also-rans will be the same in any case. 
The nothing-is-too-good-for-the-public philoso- 


phy recently was extended to the limits of illogical 
conclusion. In the Frosty Dawn case a California 
race track insisted upon paying off 2 sets of winners, 
and happily complied with a court decision enabling 
it to do so. The court decision stands, as a peril in 
future cases, against the rule that the result is 
official when the stewards declare it so. 


The California incident was an unfortunate 
tangle. The winner, after the original pay-off was 
made, was discovered to have been ineligible. 


All disqualifications dependent upon post-race 
analyses of saliva and urine specimens are an- 
nounced after the result has been declared official 
and the pay-off has been made. Now, A wins the 
Okmulgee Handicap on Wednesday, with B second, 
and on the following Saturday the stewards have to 
disqualify A because the tests reveal a drug of the 
nature of trinitrotoluol. First money is awarded 
to B. Here come the people who hold straight tickets 
on B and present them at the cashiers’ windows. 
Does the cashier pay off at once, or does he wait for 
the courts to decide that he must pay? 


According to the court decision which stands 
uncontested in California, the first pay-off of win- 
ning bets is only tentative. A second pay-off must 
be made in any race in which there is a later dis- 
qualification. The mutuel pool already has been 
dispersed, and the state already has claimed its tax. 
Whence the money for this second payment? Right 
out of the pockets of the good old race track, on 
account of nothing is too good for the public. Now 
the track is placed in an unfair position: it could 
save money by failing to disqualify a horse. 


Why all the solicitude for the public in such 
cases as these? Because track management under- 
estimates public intelligence. That national associa- 
tion of horse-players suggested by Jerry Courtney, if 
it were ever organized, would not endorse any such 
soft-hearted foolishness as trying to make winners 
out of losers. A man who plays poker may squawk 
with vigor if his pat hand has been beaten by a 3- 
card draw, but he is not campaigning to change the 
rules. The squawking horse-player is being treated 
as if he were subnormal. The public is neither so 
dumb nor so hard to please that the rules have to be 
abrogated in favor of a lollypop.

*Bull Dog Dies at 27 


In the spring of 1930 the stallion My 
Play. brother to Man o° War, died sudden- 
ly in his stall at the late C. B. Shaffer's 
Coldstream Stud. Lexington. Mr. Shaffer 
asked the English dealer Clarence Hailey 
to find a replacement for the horse, and 
Hailey arranged the purchase. from Jeffer- 
son Davis Cohn. of the 3-year-old *Bull 
Dog. whose best recommendation at the 
time was that. like My Play. he was a 
brother to a famous horse. *Sir Gallahad 
Il. with only 2 American crops of foals 
racing. rose to the top of the sire list in 
1930. the year *Bull Dog arrived. 

By *Teddy out of the great producer 
Plucky Liege. by Spearmint. *Bull Dog 
was the least succesful runner among 
Plucky Liege’s 6 sons. He ran only 8 times, 
and Clarence Hailey was of the opinion 
that his best performance had been cut off 
by his early retirement. In one of his 3 
races at 2 he was second in the Prix 


Thomas Byron. beaten by Chateau Bous- 
caut. winner of the Prix du Jockey Club 
the following year. In 1930, as a 3-vear- 
old. he won the Prix Daphnis and La 
Fleche d’Or and was unplaced in 3 other 
races. including the Poule d’Essai des 
Poulains. in which he “had no chance. as 
he was knocked over.” 

The success achieved by Hailey’s choice 
was beyond everything but a_ roving 
imagination, *Bull Dog began service in 
1931 at a fee of $2.000. Twelve of the 14 
foals in his first crop were winners. and 4 
were stakes winners. Beginning in 1935. 
when his second crop were 2-vear-olds. he 
was among the leading 15 sires for 13 
years in succession. leading the list in 
1943. He ranked sixth in 1936. fifth in 
1937. fourth in 1938 and 1939. and third 
or better for the next 6 years. 

After the total earnings of *Sir Gallahad 
IIV’s offspring had reached a record figure. 
it was *Bull Dog which broke the record 
of his older brother. and it was *Bull 
Dog’s son Bull Lea which surpassed them 
both. Through 1953 the sons and daughters 
of *Bull Dog had earned a total of $5.- 
215.077. 

Including one foal of 1949. the last he 
sired. *Bull Dog got 352 registered foals. 
of which 255 were winners. 162 won as 2- 
vear-olds. and 52 were stakes winners. 
There were no 3-year-old classic winners 
among them. but there were 3 Futurity 
winners. Our Boots. Occupation. and 
Occupy. *Bull Dog’s stakes winners. 
arranged according to the years in which 
they were foaled:

TCA To Honor ’Brose 


The Thoroughbred Club of America, at 
its 23rd annual testimonial dinner. to be 
held at Keeneland the evening of Thurs- 
day. October 21, will honor F. Ambrose 
Clark. a 73-year-old personification of 
horsemanship. 


Whatever “Brose Clark has to say in his 
response to the club’s testimonial to his 
33 years of sportsmanship will come from 
a point of view never before represented 
by one of its honor guests. Mr. Clark’s 
loyalty has been given principally to 
steeplechasing and the hunt. For many 
years he was a contestant in races open 
to amateur riders, and he probably has 
lost count of the broken bones which were 
among the rewards for his boldness. 


Clark’s recollections of racing go back 
to 1899. when he saw Imp win the Subur- 
ban Handicap. The first stakes winner he 
owned was Jim Megibben. which took 
the International Steeplechase Handicap 
in 1902. and in the same year his Rowdy 
won the Inaugural Steeplechase at Sheeps- 
head Bay. His colors. light blue. yellow 
sash and cap. were twice carried to victory 
in the Grand National Steeplechase. by 
Plobhn in 1903 and Hibler in 1916. 
Numerous other horses have won impor-

tant steeplechase races for him. One of his 
few flat runners was the top-flight sprinter 


Tea-Maker. 


His nearest approach to victory in the 
English Grand National Steeplechase was 
in 1933. He had owned the winner, Kells- 
boro’ Jack. but had sold him to the late 
Mrs. Clark for “a quid.” about $5. Mrs. 
Clark. who shared all her husband's en- 
thusiasm for racing between the flags. 
shared the honors with him = on_ this 
occasion. asking him to lead in the winner. 
His own runner. Chadd’s Ford. had finish- 
ed next to last in the race. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Clark hunted 
frequently in England as well as in the 
U. S. Mrs. Clark (Florence L. Stokes) 
died in 1950. and 2 years later Mr. Clark 
married Mrs. Jeffrey Miller. of London. 
whom he and the first Mrs. Clark had met 
at Aintree 20 years earlier. 

Ambrose Clark. who. along with his 
brother Robert Sterling Clark. inherited an 
ample portion of the fortune founded on 
the Singer sewing machine. always has 
been among the least “commercial” figures 
in racing. The earnings of his stable prob-

Banassa. bred and owned by Julien De- 
crion. is by Un Gaillard and is the first 
foal of her dam. Fatou Gaye. by Fair Copy 
—Revendication. by *Aethelstan Il. She 
won 3 of her 10 starts last year and was 
unplaced only once. her placings includ- 
ing a second in the Prix de Diane (Oaks). 
This vear she won the Grand Prix de St. 
Cloud and finished second to Sica Boy 
in the Prix de Are de Triomphe of Oc- 
tober 3. She is trained by Willie Head 
and will be ridden at Laurel by Claude 
Lalanne. 

Northern Gleam. bred in Ireland by 
her owner. Lady Bury. is by Borealis— 
Flight of the Heron, by Cameronian. A 
good winner at 2, she was probably the 
best 3-vear-old filly in Ireland last year, 
winning the Irish One Thousand Guineas. 
the 114-mile Pretty Polly Plate. and the 
184-mile Champion Plate. finishing sec- 
ond in the Princess Royal Stakes at Ascot 
and third in the Irish Oaks. 

This year she has proved herself an 
excellent stayer and weight-carrier. After 
finishing second to Stem King in the Or- 
monde Stakes at Chester early in May 
she returned to Ireland and carried 150 
pounds to an easy victory in the 2-mile 
Greenore Handicap. Unplaced in the Gold 
Cup at Ascot. she won the 115-mile Bland- 
ford Plate at the Curragh under 139 
pounds. then finished second to the 7- 
year-old Osborne in the Doncaster Cup, 
214 miles. She is trained by Capt. Darby 
Rogers at the Curragh. 


Baal. bred and owned by the Waldfried 
Stud. is a 4-year-old colt by Gundomar 
out of the good 2-year-old stakes winner 
Blaue Adria, by Ladro. and represents 
one of the best families in Germany.

Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons had not been 
able to see Belair Stud’s Nashua stave off 
Mrs. Russell A. Firestone’s Summer Tan 
in the most exciting Futurity since Tahi- 
tian King and Eddie Arcaro almost fooled 
Native Dancer. He felt a cold coming on 
and stayed at home to view the race on 
TV. “After Bryan Field got the horses 
straight for me. I was able to see the race 
as well as I could have from the track— 
maybe better.” was his post-race comment 
on the CBS teleview. 

Mr. Fitz had presented his views on 
the running of the Futurity earlier in the 
week. He said. “He’s on his own. I've 
done all I can for him. Now it’s up to 
him. his jockey. and God.” 

In ways it was a shame that Mr. Fitz 
made up his mind to stay home, since the 
day took an unexpected turn for the better 
and was warm and sunny. The 7 2-year- 
olds came down the lane in back of the 
paddock. where the old Brookmeade barn 
used to stand, and entered the saddling 
shed before a crowd that lined the iron 
fence 10 deep. 

All the colts were clean-legged, except 
for one adhesive plaster run-down patch 
the size of a quarter, and they all were 
exceptionally cool and well mannered for 
young horses. Brown Hackle came in first 
with a groom carrying the blue blanket 
bordered in brown which so well signi- 
fies the C. V. Whitney horses. 

Maine Chance Farm’s Model Ace and 
Clifford Mooers’ Traffic Judge preceded 
Nashua to the long shed, and all were 
turned around in their stalls to face an 
admiring crowd. Summer Tan came next. 
biting his bit and gnashing his teeth but 
not looking jittery in the least. Last one in 
was Clearwater Stable’s Royal Coinage, his 
mane in tight little braids. 

Eddie Arcaro allowed Nashua to trot 
up the chute while the others cantered 
on ahead. and he was next to last in the 
starting gate. Since the field is loaded 
in post-position order in New York. the 
last in the gate was Summer Tan. 

Georgian popped right out. heading 
straight down the middle of the straight- 
away with Conn McCreary sitting per- 


fectly still on him. Nashua outbroke 
Summer Tan and continued a length in 
front of the Firestone colt for the first 
quarter-mile. On the inside. the rail near- 
est the stands. Royal Coinage broke well. 
but after outrunning Brown Hackle and 
Traffic Judge. soon started to drift) in 
toward the middle of the course. Model 
Ace trailed from the start. 

As they hit the crossing of the training 
track and then the main track. Georgian 
still led and the others were beginning to 
dig in a little behind him. The situation 
quickly was reversed, and Nashua was on 
top with Georgian trying to stay in fourth 
place.

By this time the runners had drifted 
over to a position near the outside rail with 
Nashua leading by almost a length over 
Summer Tan next to the rail and Royal 
Coinage on Summer Tan’s port quarter. 
At the eighth-pole Arcaro reached down 
and back with one stroke of the whip, and 
the situation did not change in the least. 
Arearo obviously had hoped it would, and 
he now tried another method in his bottom- 
less bag of tricks. It’s called the “If-you- 
can’t-whip-get-out-and-push” school 

Eric Guerin meanwhile had been riding 
Summer Tan in a very confident manner. 
He did not move when Eddie was unsuc- 
cessful with the whip. and he again refused 
to move when Eddie started to push with 
great vigor. When the sixteenth-pole 
loomed alongside. Guerin let go. Summer 
Tan inched up with lengthening stride. and 


Guerin whipped and pushed with a strong, 
flowing motion, 

Royal Coinage was all but forgotten jn 
third position. even though the son of 
Fight Thirty was less than a length off the 
leader. Nick Shuk waved the whip by 
Royal unblinkered head and 
thumped him on his quarter. Royal Coin. 
age’s head was at Nashua’s quarter 440 
yards from home and stayed there. 

Summer Tan meanwhile was doing his 
best to better himself, In painfully smal] 
portions the margin was narrowed until 
Nashua had only a head the best of it, 
From that point on nothing was gained on 
the big son of *Nasrullah. Guerin said of 
his mount after the race. “He did every. 
thing the winner did but pass him.” and 
Guerin was in the best possible position 
to view this. Arearo believed Summer Tan 
wouldn’t have gone by Nashua “even if 
they went another mile.” 

Nashua trotted back to the stands with 
the first Futurity for Mr. Fitz and_ for 
young William Woodward. The colt’s blink. 
ers—with a half-inch slit cut out in the 
rear portion of each cup—were removed, 
and the presentation ceremonies were 
under way. 

John Fitzsimmons posed for pictures 
with Belair’s owners. Arcaro. and Mr. 
Woodward. then was about to depart with 
Nashua when George D. Widener called 
him back. The reason was that Mr. 
Widener had fought off superstition and 
gone out and purchased a Paul Revere 
bowl—just in case Mr, Fitz the 
Futurity. “I think that we should have 
something special for Mr. Fitz in case he 
wins.” and the bowl was it. Widener had 
taken pains to let only 2 other people at 
Belmont Park know about the trophy.

ably have never equaled the expenses. 

He is as nearly the “compleat Horse- 
man” as the generation affords, His con- 
versation, his garb, his coach and_ four.

Besides his Broad Hollow estate at 
Westbury. on Long Island. he leased an 
estate at Melton Mowbray as a base for 
his hunting in England.

The Futurity, first run in 1888, is not America’s 
oldest 2-vear-old race—the Flash Stakes at Sara- 
toga is 19 years older—but it usually decides 
America’s 2-year-old championship. This year, with 
only 7 colts entered, the field was the smallest 
since 1939, when 7 ran. Never have there been 
fewer. Heavy favorite was Nashua (65-100): only 
others conceded a chance by the bettors were 
Summer Tan (275-100) and Royal Coinage (490- 
100). 

Georgian was fastest away from the gate, and 
he led for half a mile, with Nashua second, Royal 
Coinage third, and Summer Tan fourth. Entering 
the final furlong Nashua went to the front and 
Summer Tan moved to second. Nashua had a half- 
length lead with a furlong to go, but Summer Tan 
narrowed the margin to a head at the finish. Royal 
Coinage held on well, finishing %4-length behind 
Summer Tan and 7 lengths in front of Traffic 
Judge, which was fourth. 

It was revealed after the race that Royal Coinage 
had rapped his left fore foot while bearing out in 
the stretch, and trainer Al Pupino said the bruise 
probably would keep him out of competition the 
rest of the year. 

Nashua’s win gave James Fitzsimmons his first 
Futurity, but the 80-year-old trainer was in bed 
with a cold and didn’t get to see the race. One 
week earlier, Fitzsimmons had saddled High Voltage 
for her win in the Matron Stakes. The Futurity 
also completed a notable afternoon for Eddie 
Arcaro, who had ridden High Gun to victory 
in the Manhattan Handicap one hour earlier. 

In 8 starts. 6 of them stakes, Nashua now has 
6 wins and 2 seconds. He previously had won the 
Juvenile, Grand Union, and Hopeful Stakes and 
finished second in the Cherry Hill and Cowdin 
Stakes. His Futurity win boosted his earnings for 
the year to $192,865. His next race is expected to 
be the $100.000-added Garden State Stakes. 

*Nasrullah. which stands at Claiborne Stud, Paris, 
Ky., also is the sire of Delta, the leading 2-year- 
old filly. Segula, Nashua’s dam, was a good race 
mare, placing in the Coaching Club American 
Oaks and the Hannah Dustin Handicap. Nashua is 
her fourth foal. Her first 2, Seant and Segment. 
were winners and her third, Sabetta. was one of 
the best 3-year-old fillies of 1953. when she won 
the Diana Handicap and the Alabama and Gallor- 
ette Stakes.

The Vosburgh Handicap. which was inaugurated 
in 1940, honors the late Walter S. Vosburgh, racing 
secretary at the New York tracks for many years 
and a man known for his willingness to assign 
high weights. (The late Samuel D. Riddle once 
asked Vosburgh how much he would assign Man 0” 
War in his first start as a 4-year-old. “The highest 
weight ever carried in the United States.” Vosburgh 
replied. Man War's retirement 
nounced.) 

Appropriately, there was a high-weighted horse 
in the 1954 Vosburgh. Pet Bully, which had carried 
top weight to victory in the Fall Highweight 
Handicap (136 pounds) and the Woodward Stakes 
(126) in his last 2 starts, was given 134 pounds 
for the Vosburgh--12 more than any other starter. 

Black Metal and Hyphasis alternated in leading 
for 5 furlongs. with Pet Bully third, Joe Jones in 
the middle of the field, and Impasse last.

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Two of the finest Thoroughbred farms 
in Florida are at Ocala. in limestone-rich 
Marion County, On one side of a charming 
country the 600-acre Rosemere 
Farm of Carl G. Rose. on the other is the 
200-acre Dickey Stables of William E. 
Leach. 

Hard-driving. fast-talking Carl Rose got 
there first. In 1916 a Chicago construction 
firm sent him to Daytona to do some street 
and road work. and he liked the State so 
well. saw so much potential in it. that he 
and Mrs. settle down 
there. Before you could spell Tallahassee 
he had 3.000 acres and a large herd of 
purebred cattle. In 1936 he got his first 
Thoroughbred broodmare — Jacinth. by 
* Jacopo—Calycanthus, Since then he has 
added 37 more and trimmed his land to a 
handy 600 acres. Among the stakes winners 
he has bred are Werwolf. Fair Game. 
White Cliffs. Game Gene. Wolf Gal. and 
Oclirock, 

Rosemere is run by Rose and Elmer 
Heubeck Jr... who doubles trainer. 
Yearlings are broken early in September 
and introduced to a wooden stall gate on 
a half-mile training track. About November 
15 Heubeck takes them to Hialeah Park 
for more schooling and eventual sale. Rose 
prefers not to race his own stock.

The climate and topography of Marion 
County are easy on man and horse. Lime- 
stone deposits underline much of the top- 
soil, and there is an abundance of natural 
streams and ponds. The climate knows no 
extremes. yet the seasonal changes are 
distinct, and the county lies far enough 
inland to avoid many of the insects which 
annoy the coast. Rose credits the mild

Ocala booster. he also has parts in several 
business organizations. He is president of 
the Ocala Lime Rock Corporation. the 
Marion Construction Company. the Marion 
Motor Company (Plymouth and Dodge), 
the Ocala Insurance and Investment Com- 
pany. and the Marimere Corporation: he 
is vice president of the Thomas Concrete 
Company. He was a member of the Florida 
Racing Commission from 1933 to 1936.

One of a Florida breeder's biggest problems is giving a stallion the proper chances; the 
American Racing Manual credits the state with 190 broodmares and 24 stallions. 


Rose has bred 6 stakes winners. 
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Dickey Stables limes its fields every 3 years, spreading 300 pounds to the acre. Each year soil specimens are sent to the 


Department of Agriculture, which advises proper fertilization. 


Mares are fed 60 per cent oats and 40 per cent Universal 


Mills crunch, plus alfalfa and clover hay and 4 ounces of Drymacil each day. Foals get a half-ounce of Drymacil in their 
rations each day until weaning at 17 weeks. About 100 Shorthorn cattle run in the fields with the horses. 


Before William Leach bought his Dickey Stables from Carl 
Rose he and his wife Magdalene looked far and wide for a 
location: Florida. Kentucky. Michigan, several other states. The 
land was either too expensive or unproductive; the climate was 
too hot. too cold, too wet, or too dry. In February. 1950. Rose 
took the Miami contractor by the hand. drove him out to Rose- 
mere Farm. and pointed out 200 acres which were for sale. On 
Leach’s next trip he brought his checkbook. 


Leach cleared out 2.000 trees, built barns and 7 miles of 
white fence. moved in some broodmares. He now has 19 brood- 
mares and the stallions King’s Stride (Coldstream—Royal 
Sandal). Fly Away (*Blenheim II—Themesong). and El Mono 
(Head Play—Hand Organ). El Mono is on lease from Walter 
0. Kramp and Charles A. Shaw; the others are owned by 
Dickey Stables, 


Mrs. Leach probably does more work around the farm 
than her husband, who is at his office in Miami much of each 


The barns at Dickey Stables are painted red and white. 
They all have metal roofs which have been treated with a 
heavy, red paint and then covered over with a white, 
rubber-base paint, which the Leaches consider good 
insulation. All barns have lightning rods, and electrical 


Wiring is in underground conduits. Fencing is white. 


week. A laboratory technician by training. Mrs. Leach keeps 
a careful check on the physical condition of all stock. If a 
horse is off his feed. she looks at his teeth. then has a routine 
blood count made. She makes fecal counts on all broodmares 
and young stock each month, and every six weeks she has all 
weanlings wormed wtih a tube. She runs fertility tests on each 
stallion after each breeding, raises rabbits for use in pregnancy 
tests on broodmares. She keeps teasing. breeding, and foaling 
records, and helps farm manager Elmo Shropshire with some 
of his problems. 

All new foals at Dickey Stables get an enema and _ in- 
jections of streptomycin and penicillin, Leach had oxygen 
masks made for foals and broodmares. and these, with commer- 
cial oxygen tanks, are on hand in the foaling barn at all times. 
Mrs. Leach says they have been handy several times. 

The Leaches prefer to sell all their 2-year-olds at Hialeah 
in the winter, but occasionally they will keep a promising filly 
and race her under their own colors. 


Mr. and Mrs. William Leach started their Dickey Stables in 
1950, but he had been racing horses for 10 years before that. 
Leach is 56 years old, a native of Minneapolis, and now is 
in the contracting business in Miami. She is a laboratory 
technician and does much of the lab work on the farm. He 
commutes by plane between office and his Ocala Farm.

Good Call’s Promise of 1950 
Is Realized 4 Years Later 


CHICAGO 

Early in 1950. when Good Call had just 
turned 2. her trainer. Joe Bolero. was 
convinced the chestnut daughter of Case 
Ace—Hi Fling. by American Flag. was a 
filly of considerable promise. She would 
leave her mark on the Turf if it could be 
proved to her that the starting gate was 
not a death trap designed by Satan and 
therefore something to be knocked to 
pieces. 

She gradually came around to Bolero’s 
way of thinking and discovered racing 
was a lot of fun. even if she had to run 
against some of the best fillies in training. 
She stayed of that mind under the tutelage 
of later trainers. Jack Carter and Nick J. 
Moran. and continued to meet stakes fillies 
and sometimes beat them in overnight 
races. She placed in stakes at 2 and 3. but 
failed to win any of the events which 
carried added money. 

It was not until September 1. 1954. that 
Good Call became a stakes winner. On 
that day at Washington Park she won the 
one-mile Beverly Handicap. with Vixen 


Fixit and Lavender Hill noses behind her. 
Five days later she finished second to 
Pet Bully in the $100.000 Washington 
Park Handicap. beaten a length in a mile 
which was run in 1:3425. 

On October 2 Good Call finished fourth 
behind King. Two Fisted. and Smoke 
Screen in the Illinois Owners Handicap at 
1,4; miles. Meanwhile. on September 25. 
she had been unplaced in the 11,-mile 
Charles W. Bidwill Handicap. won by 
Vantage. 

Nick Moran sent Good Call out on 
October 6 for the 615-furlong Yo Tambien 
Handicap. The track was heavy. Some of 
the “experts” shook their heads and said 
Good Call “has had too much of it lately.” 

Going into the Yo Tambien Handicap. 
Good Call (113) was $238 short of being a 
$100.000 winner. She emerged with earn- 
ings of $111.287. her 4-length victory over 
Walmac Farm’s top-weighted Gala Fete 
(122) netting $17.050 for her owner, 
Harry J. O'Shea. of Chicago. who operates 
an employment agency and races in the 
name of Fairway Farm. Gala Fete finished 


8 lengths in front of the 3-year-old Jeujay 


(113). 


Hi Fling was carrying Good Call in 1949 
when O'Shea purchased the mare from 
Mrs. Alice Sherman. of New York. The 
filly was foaled at Spendthrift Farm. where 
O'Shea kept a few mares. 

Hawthorne established the Yo Tambien 
Handicap last year as a race for fillies 
and mares. honoring the memory otf the 
famous “blonde filly” of the Gay Nineties, 
the llth foal of the noted Marian. whose 
own birthplace is only a_stone’s throw 
form Hawthorne. 


Ten of Marian’s 14 foals were by Lex- 
ington’s greatest son. Norfolk. and_ in- 
cluded Emperor of Norfolk, El Rio Rey, 
Duke of Norfolk. The Czar, Prince of 
Norfolk, Rey del Rey. King of Norfolk, 
Duchess of Norfolk. and Queen of Norfolk, 
Marian also produced 4 foals by Joe 
Hooker. a great-grandson of Lexington. 
Yo Tambien was the first and by far the 
most famous of Marian’s Joe Hooker foals. 


None of Marian’s 5 daughters lived to 
carry on for the family. The first. un- 
named. disappeared in Oregon. Duchess of 
Norfolk died just after turning 4. Queen 
of Norfolk was killed in a race at 2. Yo 
Tambien, retired at 7, was killed when 
she ran into a fence at Milton Young's 
McGrathiana. where she had been sent to 
be bred to the great Hanover. Marian’s 
last foal. Vera Reina. never produced a fola,

Michigan Horsemen Go Against 
Proposal For Fourth Track 


DETROIT 

The build-a-race-track bug has bitten a 
lot of Detroiters in the last ‘year. but 
Michigan horsemen and Thoroughbred 
breeders arent so sure they want another 
race track now. 

Two of the horsemen’s spokesmen. Dr. 
Harry W. Lindy and William O. Bridge. 
told a special study committee of the 
State Senate that they were cool to the 
idea at a hearing in the racing commission 
offices. 

Both Lindy and Bridge represent strong 
groups in Michigan. Lindy is president 
of the Michigan Thoroughbred Owners 
Association. while Bridge heads the Mich- 
igan Thoroughbred Breeders Association. 
In addition. both men are key figures in 
the Michigan division of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent) and Protective 
Lindy is the president. Bridge a director. 

So it was only natural that their words 
carried a lot of weight before the 3-man 
Senate committee set up to investigate 
the desirability of another race track in 
metropolitan Detroit. Until the hearing 
the horsemen had refused to take a stand 
on the question. 

The issue of a new track came up last 
winter when the Michigan Thoroughbred 
Turf Club was organized and applied for 
a license to build and operate a race track. 
Racing Commissioner James H. Inglis al- 
ready had turned down one group and 
another had failed to get its site rezoned 
for a track. 

After the Turf Club was organized. a 
bill was introduced in the State legisla- 
ture to change the racing law which then 
allowed 4 tracks in the metropolitan area. 
It was proposed to freeze the number of 
tracks to the existing 3—Northville 
Downs, a harness track: Hazel Park. and 
the Detroit Race Course (Michigan Rac- 
ing Association). 

The proposed measure never got out of 
committee. It was killed when lawmakers 
became disgusted with the squabbling be- 
tween MRA and Turf Club officials at a 
hearing in Lansing. Instead a_ special 
study committee was set up with 2 out- 
state Republicans. Perry Greene and 
Joseph Cloon. and a Detroit Democrat. 
Harold Ryan. (Cloon is the author of a 
bill which recently changed the pari- 
mutuel take.) 

That was last May. For 5 months noth- 
ing was heard from this group. Then one 
day shortly before the close of the racing 
season Greene. the chairman. and Ryan 
showed up at Hazel Park and the Detroit 


Association.

They set a hearing after the close of 
the Hazel Park meeting when Cloon could 
attend. It was at this that the 
horsemen gave their voices to the chorus 
opposing a new track.

Lindy and Bridge listened to attorney 
Henry Murray present the Turf Club's 
for a new track and then made 
known their opposition. They indicated 
that they were more interested in increas- 
ing the present tracks’ share of the mu- 
tuel handle so that more

“Both the horsemen and the State of 
Michigan could) be injured by 
track.” said Lindy. “especially as pro- 
posed by the TTC. It wants to build a 
track near Flat Rock (20 miles southwest 
of Detroit). and from all signs a track 
there would handle between $350.000 and 
$400.000 daily compared to the $700.000 
level at the 2 running tracks now. 

“This would mean that the state would 
lose $800.000 in revenue and the horse- 
men would have to race for minimum 
purses of $1.200. instead of $2.000. be- 
cause our purses are tied to the betting 
through percentage agreements. 

“It is all right for the TTC to gamble 
with its money. but on behalf of the 
horsemen [I ask you not to gamble with 
the $8.000.000 capital investment of the 
horsemen.” 

Murray replied that the Turf Club had 
alternate sites available. including one in 
the vicinity of the Hazel Park track. 

“If you can convince us.” Lindy told 
him. “that a new track will be on a par 
with the existing ones as far as business. 
facilities and purses are concerned. we 
may change our position. But it will have 
to be in an ideal location and that seems 
doubtful now.” 

Commissioner Inglis also set high stand- 
ards for any new track. insisting that “it 
must offer something better than anything 
now offered. or I will not approve it.” 

The Turf Club. according to Inglis, has 
threatened to force him to act on_ its 
license application by going to court. but 
the commissioner holds that he should do 
nothing until the legislature completes its 
study. 

The Greene committee’s report won't 
reach the legislature until the 1955 session. 
but it will be made public after the elec- 
tion next month. Inglis’ job will be at 
stake since he is an appointee of Gov. G. 
Mennen Williams. who is running for re- 
election. 


Altogether. it looks as if the question of 
a fourth track will be with Michigan horse 
racing for some time yet. 

If it is. the contending parties may 
have to watch their step. for Senator 
Greene warned them that their constant 
squabbling may result in the outlawing 
of racing in the State. Horse racing has 
a shaky foothold in) Michigan as it is 
and its constant appearance before the 
State legislature. making it a ready target 
for powerful anti-racing could 
hurt it.

run at Longehamp Sunday. October 3. 

Nearly 500 million franes 
(about $1.400.000) went through the pari- 
mutuel. in town and on the race course. 
Nine fillies were in the field, and they 
filled second and third places.

SYDNEY 

As I mentioned earlier, New Zealand 
stayers are throwing out a strong chal- 
lenge to Australian horses this spring. 
One of them. the 5-year-old gelding Rising 
Fast (Alonzo—Faster) in recent weeks 
has made the great 4-year-old horse Cromis 
look cheap on 2 occasions, and the manner 
in which he disposed of that horse in the 
weight-for-age Turnbull Stakes at Fleming- 
ton on October 2 caused the bookmakers 
to slash his price to ridiculous odds for 
the 11.-mile Caulfield Cup, to be run at 
the Victorian course on October 16. 

Third in the Turnbull was the N, Z. 
4-year-old mare Surprise Ending, which 
downed a good field a couple of weeks 
earlier at her first start in Australia. 


One of her victims was last year’s Mel- 
bourne Cup winner Wodalla. Surprise End- 
ing measures up as a strong chance in 
the Cups. At Caulfield she is set to carry 
117 pounds and in the Flemington 2-miler 
one pound less. She is by Revelation out of 
Biddy Machree. 


Gendarme. whose breeding I discussed 
reently. also won at his first’ start in 
Australia when he beat 2 rivals in the 
mile weight-for-age George Main Stakes 
at Randwick. Sydney. while his compatriot 
Rising Fast was cleaning up the Mel- 
bourne horses in the Turnbull Stakes. 

In the Rising Fast stable is the 4-year- 
old Emphatic (Sabean—Prophetic) which 
also won at his first Australian appearance 
when he unwound a brilliant burst to take 
the Heatherlie Handicap at Caulfield a 
few weeks back. 


The New Zealand contingent has come to 
Australia to clean up the big spring events 
at a time when Australia’s opposition is at 
its weakest for years, They appear to have 
the game by the throat. A New Zealand 
writer declares that with 122 pounds Ris- 
ing Fast should prove a good thing for 
the Caulfield Cup. but Gendarme is in 
the race with 125 pounds and has 128 in 
the Melbourne Cup. At the moment. it 
appears that Australian owners will be 
lucky to take a trick in any of the great 
races of the spring in Sydney and Mel- 
bourne.

The guardian angel that looks 
after these gentry duly visited Randwick and 
relegated the favorite to second place behind the 
handsome Connaught. which had 14-pound ad- 
vantage in the weights. 

A few years ago *Shannon II started at 5 to 4 
on in the Epsom. He was left badly at the start, 
and lost the decison by half a head in one of his 
best performances. Prince Cortauld was the first 
horse since then to start at odds-on for the Epsom. 


Scandinavia, by Esben Kr. Aamot. 


This will be remembered as the year of 
the Polio Cup, the most important race 
ever run in Scandinavia. With Kr. 60.000 
to the winner this race was worth 3 times 
as much as last year’s Scandinavian Grand 
Prix. till now the most important race 
open to horses from all countries, Com- 
petitors from England and France were 
flown in by plane, and crack jockeys like 
Doyasbere, Carr. and Durr made the day 
memorable. Mme. Leon Volterra’s Le Vent, 
the favorite, returned lame to the scales 
and finished only eighth. Norway’s grand 
old mare Cecilie fought her very best to 
wear down the English-bred Norse in the 
stretch, but failed by °4-length, The 
Swedish-bred half-brothers Amarant and 
Stratos finished third and fourth. Amarant 
had previously run the Danish colt Sisu to 
a length in the Swedish Derby. 


Sisu won his third Derby, the Norwegian, 
by slightly more than a length from Gay, 
with the Norwegian filly Avro II third. 
Avro II subsequently won the richest 
handicap in Scandinavia at 11 furlongs by 
5 lengths and ran third in the Norwegian 
Oaks. Sisu ran next in the Scandinavian 
Grand Prix, and failed by 114 lengths to 
catch Norse. He proved himself champion 
of his age. and ran as stubbornly as his 
Finnish name implies, 


The French-bred Nostradamus I. win- 
ner of the Cup and the Eclipse Stakes in 
Denmark. failed in the Polio Cup and in 
the Grand Prix, but may well improve at 
5. Norse, a consistent and always well 
placed colt in England at 3, disappointed 
at 4 in Sweden. after having been bought 
at Newmarket for 1.550 guineas at the 
December sales. 


The Italian de Albertis sired just a few 
winners in Denmark before he died.

A Responsibility For Stewards 


(From Pierre Franckel, Stockholm) 

Quite realizing this opinion of mine on 
the Crevolin matter will come at the tail- 
end like a post scriptum, I cannot, as an 
old follower of the Thoroughbred sport, 
refrain from saving a few things about rac- 
ing in the U. S.. which I have watched 
closely for 10 years. Having been in my 
native Sweden since midsummer, THE 
Bioop-Horse has been rather late in reach- 
ing me and meanwhile I have busied my- 
self with racing in Sweden, which has 
much to learn from the many good tradi- 
tions in American racing. 


It was too bad it had to happen to an 
apparently enthusiastic man to blow his top 
about something that must have been 
common knowledge to any experienced 
race-goer. and first of all to every race 
track steward, I don’t blame the Del Mar 
stewards for taking action against Mr. 
Crevolin, because unfortunately for him- 
self his views called for it, in the best 
interest of racing as a whole, but then the 
more pertinent question presents itself un- 
avoidably: what have those stewards not 
seen with their own eyes from the stewards’ 
stand for all the time they have been stand- 
ing there as responsible supervisors ? 


Without limiting this discussion to the 
races for 2-year-olds, or overlooking all 
unforeseen factors which confirm “the 
glorious incertitude of the turf,” I must call 
attention to all the horses which suddenly 
“wake up” and which, to my knowledge, 
never arouse any questioning by the stew- 
ards. On the whole there is far too much 
conditioning going on in the races, and 
sometimes I have asked myself why. under 
such circumstances, an expensive trainer is 
needed. as all one would really require is 
a good head lad and just allow the horses 
to race themselves into form, This is in a 
way an exaggeration, but I firmly believe 
in a policy of presenting your horses as 
fit as possible for the races and, by selec- 
tion of suitable races and conditions, 
gradually increasing the effort you can 
reasonably ask of your horse under the 
circumstances, 

I know this can be done because for a 
period of many years I rode with my horses 
every morning and together with an ex- 
tremely astute and intelligent trainer we 
knew’ exactly where we had our horses 
and managed them accordingly. for the 
benefit of everybody concerned—horses 
and public included. Speaking specifically 
about the 2-year-olds. they never came out 
until they had given ample evidence in 
their work that they understood the game 
and would take the bit of their own 
accord. My only caution with the “babies” 
was to instruct the jockeys to use the 
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whip only if there was an all-out struggle 
at the finish, and more to arouse than to 
hurt. 


Let’s face it. You just can’t race any 
horse 2 to 3 times a week. totaling 30-40 
starts a year in more or less concentrated 
periods. and have the slightest hope of 
winning each time. I think it almost 
amounts to cruelty against animals! And 
much sucker money is thrown away try- 
ing to outguess what certainly isn’t what 
we would like to call good sport or fair 
play. 


It is therfore, in my humble opinion. up 
to the stewards to exercise a much more 
active supervision of race results and form 
reversals. and by diligent questioning and 
inquiries make owners. trainers. managers. 
jockeys and everybody concerned, includ- 
ing race track managements themselves. 
who scurry for the mighty dollar. aware 
that racing is not a personal affair, but a 
sport which is full of responsibilities to- 
wards an objective where the contribution 
of the public should be as much protected 
as the horses which we all love. 


As a sideline please understand the 
spirit in whieh this is written—I would 
like to suggest course for trainers in 
reading pedigrees, so that we don’t have 
to see all these 115-mile horses being 
pushed over 6 furlongs. and vice versa, 
day in and day out!

BELL. On behalf of the Thoroughbred Club of America 
I want to welcome all of you to Keeneland and to this meeting. 
and thank you for your willingness to participate. I want to 
thank Keeneland for making the facilities available to hold 
this discussion, 

The purpose of this meeting is to discuss informally the 
problems of the Thoroughbred industry. The group here today 
has no authority or power; it is not intended that we should 
pass any resolutions or make any concrete plans for action. 
Rather it is hoped that a better understanding of each other's 
problems will result in greater co-operation between the vari- 
ous groups within the Thoroughbred racing industry. 

The Thoroughbred Club of America has no pet projects 
or programs that it is attempting to promote through this 
meeting. The Thoroughbred Club is your host. and as such is 
merely providing the physical set-up for the discussion. . . . 

If there are no questions we will get on with the meeting. 
Mr. Marshall Cassidy has consented to come down and help 
us out with our initial venture. We are extremely fortunate that 
he will serve as moderator, I think that you will agree that he 
is probably the best informed and the most thoroughly com- 
petent man in racing today. He needs no further introduction. 


Mr. Cassidy. 


CASSIDY. The first question to be discussed is one that 
probably I should answer first myself and then call upon others 
to add to it. 


What is the general practice of owners and trainers in 
regard to staking the assistant starters? There have been many 
complaints that an owner or trainer cannot be sure of fair treat- 
ment at some tracks unless he stakes these men. 

I've been an assistant starter and a starter for a great 
many years. I first started here in Kentucky in 1914 as an 
assistant to my father. In the days when we didn’t have stall 
starting gates I can see a reason where an owner or trainer

could expect some assistance from the assistant starter. where 
he might be able to give his horse room or to keep him straight 
so he would probably break a little faster or at least break 
clear when the gate went up. Maybe because I was the son of 
the starter. horsemen didn’t ask me to help any. At any rate. 
I didn’t know first-hand of any requests for assistance at the 
gate. although [| did at second hand: other assistant starters 
at that time told me about it, 

Today. with the stall starting gate. there isn’t anything in 
the world an assistant starter can do to help a horse. He can 
hinder him. of course, He could stop him from breaking well, 
but that would be immediately apparent. He can’t give him 
room. because if he’s in the stall with him he takes up room 
himself. If he were to try to hit him with a rope or whip or 
anything at the gate to make him break quickly. he would be 
too slow. No one can hit a horse after the gate is released be- 
cause the horse gets away from you before you can do any 
good. 

So. if there is a malpractice of that sort. it’s without justi- 
fication. and it is under a misunderstanding by horsemen that 
they can get some value from the assistants. I think maybe. Mr. 
Thompson. as a trainer. might know something of the practice 
or have heard something about it. 


THOMPSON. There have been several occasions in the 
Midwest racing where assistant starters are staked. probably at 
the end of the meeting. by various trainers, It isn’t a common 
practice. I mean by that it isn’t a practice of any great majority 
of trainers to stake the assistant starter crew. I don’t think it’s 
an outgrowth of an expectation of getting the best of it in any 
way. or if it has been I haven’t heard of that. Certainly. as far 
as I’m concerned and as far as I’ve been able to observe or 
hear there hasn't been any skuldruggery of any kind at any of 
the tracks I've raced. 

As I say. it is done by some trainers. not the great ma- 
jority. but the minority. It’s a procedure that at the end of the 
meeting a lot of trainers will stake the starter crew—largely, 
perhaps. when you have a large group of young horses and are 
standing and schooling a great deal. I speak for the places I’ve 
been racing which is the Middle West. We find them very 
co-operative and they go to a great deal of care in most all 
cases to give your horses the best schooling and education that 
is possible to get. and I think it’s more or less of a custom, 
not an expectation. 

There certainly isn’t any solicitation. as far as I know. by 
any of the assistant starters for any gratuities—there may have 
been an isolated case or so. I understand sometime back there 
was some little question about whether there had been some 
solicitation made. I was questioned at the time and. frankly, 
it hadn't happened to me, 

If I remember correctly. there were some changes made, 
I mean there was some doubt in the minds of the officials but 
what there was some solicitation being made. and as I recall 
there were some changes in the crews. Whether or not they 
found anything I don’t know. but I didn’t see anything. 

Of course. I don’t see anything wrong with it if, at the 
end of the meeting, a trainer or owner wants to give the assist- 
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ant starters a little gratuity. I can’t see where it’s wrong. and 
Lean't see where it should be necessary. but if a man feels that 
perhaps they've done something over and above the call of 
their regular duties in assistance to them. why. I think it’s nice 
to do it. 

That has been a poser for some people. as to whether they 
should or should not. I think it rests entirely with the individual 
and. as | say. to my knowledge there’s been no solicitation for 
any such thing. but of course I don’t know the assistant starters. 
I don’t know what kind of salaries they get or anything about 
that. 


CASSIDY. I can tell you about the salary in New York. An 
gssistant starter gets $28 a day and the head assistant gets $35. 
I think the malpractice. if it is a malpractice—and I think it 
js—is an added expense to an owner, being charged for money 
that is given to an assistant starter for serving his regular work. 
without consideration for any individuals, That's what he’s paid 
to do and that’s his job, [ can understand the feeling that you 
express, that you like to reward somebody for some special 
care. but [ think in their case it’s too close to the handling of 
horses for it to be done. I think if horsemen wouldn't do it we 
would have less trouble in the supervision of racing. I agree 
with you there’s nothing an assistant starter can do. and | hope 
they don’t solicit. but I think it’s a bad practice. Mr. Forrest. 
do you know anything about it as a trainer? 


FORREST. No. I can’t add anything more than Mr. 
Thompson. I've staked them. as far as that goes. I'm just as 
guilty as anybody else. and [ve got to disagree with you that 
there isn’t anything they can do. If you’ve got a bad actor. I 
mean a horse that rears up—of course you know more about it 
in the gate than I'll ever know—but I mean a good assistant is 
a lot of help to you if you’ve got a bad actor in there. 


CASSIDY, That’s true. I meant assistance to break away 
or break faster. I didn’t mean he couldn't help the horse. 


FORREST. For instance. I just lost a horse at Hot Springs, 
and if a good assistant didn’t have him he got left at the post. 


CASSIDY. But then. that’s his job. 


FORREST. That’s true. Like Larry said. ('m not in favor 
of it. but it’s just like giving that girl over there a box of 
candy. I couldn't see nothing wrong with it. 


CASSIDY. Well, that’s a little bit different than giving her 
a box of candy, It would be for something of general service 
and not something that has to do with the contest of horses in 
a race. You don’t mean it that way, but then it could be as-

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sumed to have some connection with the result of a race. Does 
any one else have any ideas on the assistant starter problem? 
I suppose the press has heard about it. 

I think the error is in the offering of the stake to an assist- 
ant. | think if all owners and trainers were to stop it. it would 
help the general picture. 


BELL. One question while we have the people here. I don't 
know from first-hand experience. but I understand that there 
are some horses ihat will behave very well if you leave them 
alone. but if you go in there and one assistant will grab them 
here. or grab an ear or put a tong on them or something. you 
upset your whole program. You can get the horse to go in the 
gate and stand perfectly and break perfectly. yet the assistant 
will go in and take hold of vour horse with a deterimental result, 
and possibly staking an assistant starter might get him to keep 
his hands off your horse. 


CASSIDY. We have a rule in New York that I think pretty 
adequately covers that. We dont permit an assistant starter to 
handle a horse unless he is requested to by the owner or train- 
er, He cannot go into the stall with him. If his owner or trainer 
requests it he can, but it has to come from him. 


THOMPSON. Mr. Cassidy. it's rather common. practice. 
That might be a subject for some misunderstanding. Mr. Bell. 
I think that it’s common practice, as far as my knowledge goes, 
that in the Middle Western area. if you want a horse handled 
you usually request the starter to handle him. If you don’t want 
him handled. you go to him and ask him not to handle him. 
He will not handle him unless it becomes absolutely necessary. 
In this area I have found the starters to be very co-operative, 
They ll lean over backwards. you might say. to try to do as 
you want. If your horse consistently breaks up starts, then 
there isn’t anything the starter can do but handle that horse, 
I think that’s largely a matter of procedure. 

If you go to assistant starters and ask them not to handle 
the horse and say nothing to the starter. you'll find that a 
starter is rather king of all he surveys. and just because you've 
asked one of the assistant starters or the foreman not to handle 
a horse. sometimes the starter won't pay much attention to 
such requests as that. Usually he will assign the assistants as 
the horses come to the gate. He will assign certain assistants 
to certain horses. 


In other words. it would be almost impossible for an assist- 
ant starter to know what horse he’s going to handle until the 
starter asks his assistants to take such and such a horse and 
sees what kind of a field he has. He usually has them marked. 
He keeps a pretty good record of them and if a horse needs

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to be handled, he'll usually have a record of it. As the horses 
are coming to the gate, hell usually appoint one of his assist- 
ants to handle the horses which he specifically knowns he has 
to handle. If something comes up at the post and a horse acts 
up who hasn’t been misbehaving and now is delaying the start. 
he may have to take an assistant off of another horse who is 
standing good and give him to this other horse. 


CASSIDY. I think that because assistant starters are staked 
is what makes that problem so acute. If they weren't staked no 
one would think anything about it, 


Should an individual owner or trainer be permitted to 
have contracts on more than 2 apprentice riders at the same 
time? 


CASSIDY. We had that question at the conference at New 
York. It was quite interesting. | think maybe Johnny Adams 
could start this off. 


ADAMS. I think that we should develop more apprentices. 
There’s been a scarcity of new riders coming around, and there 
are so few men that want to develop riders that [ don’t see how 
you're going to develop very many without these men having 
more than 2 riders. 2 apprentice boys. If they have 2 boys and 
they both broke their maidens and are both ready to ride races, 
I think you should lease one of them out and not keep even 2 
at a stable, so they would have a chance to ride. But as for a 
trainer or owner, if he had 4 or 5 boys he would keep around 
a year, walking horses and learning to gallop horses before 
they started riding. | can’t see where there would be any 
harm in that. 


THOMPSON. I feel something like Johnny does. I could see 
no harm in a man having 2 or more contracts on apprentice 
riders. as long as they both haven't broken their maiden in 
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riding. I don’t think it’s fair to the riders to have 2 apprentice 
riders at the same time under contract which have broken 
their maidens and are ready to ride, because it certainly doesn’t 
give them the opportunity they are entitled to, 


CASSIDY. There’s something that was brought out in New 
York that was important—that is the size of the stable. A man 
with a limited number of horses wouldn't have enough oppor- 
tunities for more than one apprentice to ride at the same 
time. However, there are stables that are large enough so that 
they may have 3 divisions and they might of necessity need 
an apprentice for each division. The final conclusion in New 
York to this question was. the stewards of The Jockey Club 
review the contracts, that they should use their judgment in 
the number of apprentices that were permitted to be assigned 
to any owner or trainer in accordance with the size of his stable 
and the operation, and that all boys at the conclusion of the 
first year of the contract period of apprenticeship would have 
the right to appeal to the stewards if he felt that he wasn’t get- 
ting the opportunity to develop into a rider. The stewards would 
be empowered to recommend to the higher authority, whether it 
be a commission in the state or The Jockey Club. that the con- 
tract be transferred to someone else who would give the boy a 
chance if he wasn’t getting a fair chance as it was. 


GALBREATH. TI was just going to make the remark that 
you did. I think that the size of the stable should more or less 
determine whether you have more than one apprentice. I cer- 
tainly don’t think that a boy should be tied up indefinitely, 
Some people might even use it as a means of getting cheap 
exercise boys: that I certainly don’t subscribe to. I think you've 
got to haye a boy that wants to give you the best at all times, 
to be perfectly happy. to have a successful apprentice. 


BURTON. I think that a man should be entitled to more

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than 2. providing that they're not going to all start at the same 

time. I don’t mean to take 3 boys at one time and to have them 
all one year and then they're all ready to start. But maybe he 
picks up one this year, and after one has already had his year 
of experience he picks another one up, and he’s got a new boy 
coming on all the time. 


I think they should be entitled to do this even though they 
are cheap help. I agree with you that the contract should be 
on file when they first take them. and then looked over, so the 
boy will get a decent kind of a salary. In looking over a lot of 
contracts. why, you've got contracts broken where a boy gets 
$25 a month. IT would never pass on them, but they are floating 
around. These boys want to be jockeys. so they'll sign a contract 
if it says $10 a month. and after they get it they want to stop 
and they want to break it all the time. I think a man should 
have as many boys as he needs, as long as they don't all come 
up at the same time. 


FORREST, Getting back to the first question about the 
boys in the big barns: there isn’t a big outfit that will have a 
bug rider unless he’s already made. So it’s the little man that 
makes him, 95 per cent of the time. And about them being 
underpaid, I think when I started out I got $20 a month, my 
board and room. Today the boys start out at about $50 a month 
with board and room, or you can put them on a straight salary. 
I think they’re overpaid. 


CASSIDY. There isn’t any question but that they're over- 
paid for the beginning. because they're a liability rather than 
a help. 


FORREST. And it’s a bigger undertaking than going out 
here and buying a yearling when you talk about making ap- 
prentice riders. I think a man ought to be entitled to all he 
can get because half of them don’t turn out any good anyway. 
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CASSIDY. I think there’s a happy medium that has to be 

arrived at in the case of the apprentices, I think you should 

hold as many as you can practically use, but not so many that 

they would become exercise boys without any chance of con- 
tinuing in their profession, 


In the rule prohibiting medication of a horse prior to a 
race, a time limit has been set in a number of states. Is such a 
limit practical in view of the fact that it seems impossible to 
time by the clock when such administration has been made? 


DR. DAVIDSON, Mr. Cassidy. 'm probably not qualified 
to give an intelligent answer to that. because for some reason 
or other I don’t know the rules as they are set up. I’ve never 
been able to discover them. I don’t know where they are, but 
1 imagine there should be some good discussion about that 
thing. Just from hearsay, it seems there is a great discrepancy 
in what can be done with a horse prior to racing, from one 
state to another, and L would think it would lead to a great 
deal of confusion, It does for the veterinarian, perhaps, in cer- 
tain cases, if he is conscientious about it, and probably the 
owners too, As far as giving any real answer to that question, 
I doubt if I am capable of doing so. 


CASSIDY. The difficulty that we've always experienced in 
a rule which said that no medication may be given to a horse 
either externally or internally 48 hours or 24 hours, or what- 
ever it is, prior to a race is that every medication that may 
either stimulate or depress a horse certainly hasn't been tested 
with a horse to determine the length of time the evidence re- 
mains in his system. And it also varies according to whether 
it’s been given in broken doses or in a large dose, or hypoder- 
mically, intravenously. subcutaneously, orally, or through the 
rectum. The time varies, When a horse is found in the saliva

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test to have been stimulated and you have a rule which says 
that the horse may not be given anything within 48 hours or 24 
hours, how are you or how is anyone going to reply to that 
owner or trainer when he says. “I gave it to the horse 48 hours 
and 35 minutes before the race.” How can you prove that he 
didn't? A time limit on the administration of medication, in my 
opinion, seems to be impractical. no matter what time you set. 
Mr. Knebelkamp. you have some knowledge of that. haven't 
you? 


KNEBELKAMP. This is quite a complicated question, this 
stimulation business, In the minutes of the National Association 
Meeting. I think their meeting of 1952. the committee on stimu- 
lation recommended. I believe you'll find, against the time 
limit, because they said there were some stimulatnts that would 
last over the 48-hour period and would give those people who 
had administered those an unfair advantage. Particularly at 
that time there was a lot of talk about receiving barns and one 
thing and another. In Kentucky we have no time limit on it. I 
think it’s very dangerous to set a time limit on it. The commis- 
sions that have a time limit are in danger. in my opinion, 


HANCOCK. I think that the Illinois Racing Commission 
has a rule that states that a veterinarian that administers any- 
thing to a horse within a time limit—I’ve forgotten what the 
time limit is. I think it's 48 hours—must report the same in 
writing to the stewards. Is that a good rule or a bad one? 


CASSIDY. Don’t we have a new rule to that effect. Doctor, 
in New York? 


DR. CATLETT. That’s right. We passed a rule, I think, 


last year. 


CASSIDY. That the veterinarian must report any admin- 
istration of medication he has given during that period. | don't 


know whether it’s a good rule or not. When they first started jt 


our commission had a case that a veterinarian was involved jy 


and he wouldn't give what the prescription of it was. He told 
the commodities. but not the quantities. He said it was his right 
to keep secret the prescription. or his formula. He acknowl. 
edged the contents. but without the quantities. There was quite 
a little objection to it among the horsemen and among the yet. 
erinarians in being required to do that. 

They also wanted to have every bottle of medication labeled 
in the stable. plainly stating the ingredients contained therein, 
Also on the label the horse to whom it had been prescribed 
and the date and time it was to be used. They also have a rule 
which prohibits the use of the hypodermic needle. except under 
a specific prescription from a veterinarian, then it permits an 
owner or trainer or groom to administer it. It becomes quite 
complicated when you get into the time limits and what can be 
done and what cannot be done. 


THOMPSON, I don’t hardly see how it would be practical 
for a veterinarian to make a report 48 hours before a race where 
we enter a horse this morning to run tomorrow—that’s 24 
hours. It would keep him pretty busy with his records checking 
the entries and things to see who he might have given some 


medication to the day before. It would be a little difficult for , 


him. I would think. 


CASSIDY. Well. it would be difficult except that if it were 
a rule he'd have to do it, And he'd have to keep a book checked 
on the horses that he had been treating. 

This is a very lengthy topic. There’s so many things about 
the stimulation rule that I think require a lot of discussion and 
consideration. | think probably we have another item on it later, 
This has just to do with the time limit. and so far it seems to 
be the consensus of opinion that it’s impractical to have any 
time limit when administration is prohibited before a race,
